Our Embassy in Buenos Aires has informed us that our 
third request to interview Ms. Arabaolasa was denied by 
the Government of Argentina (GOA) on December 29, 1979. 
Since that time, we are unaware of any change in the 
status of her case. 

We have, however, again requested the Argentine 
Ministry of Interior to allow an Immigration and 
Naturalization Service officer to interview Ms. Arabaolasa 
at the place of detention in order to determine her 
eligibility for admission uncur existing criteria. This 
formal request was made on April 16, 1981. 

If following the interview Ms. Arabaolara is found to 
be eligible for admission into the United States, a 
certificate of acceptability will be issued which will 
allow her to apply to the GOA to leave the country under 
the right cr option program. The board which acts on 
right cl option applications r.as 12C days witnin which tc 
bar.e a decision.
